Further to "Decision on Petition pursuant to 37 CFR 1.137(a)" (hereafter 
"Decision on Petition") mailed May 25, 2010 and Applicants' "PETITION TO REVIVE 
UNAVOIDABLY ABANDONED APPLICATION OR LAPSED PATENT (37 CFR 
1.137(a))" (hereafter "Original Submission") filed April 16, 2010, Applicants respectfully 
request reconsideration. 

The Decision on Petition found the Original Submission to be sufficient for 
requirements (1) and (2) of 37 CFR 1.137(a) but not requirement (3). Requirement (4) 
of 37 CFR 1 .1 37(a) was found to be inapplicable. Hence, to further support the showing 
that the delay in filing a response was unavoidable, Applicants provide the following 
supplemental showing. 



Docketing System 

Attorney's firm uses a software docketing system (FlexTrac software product 
Intellectual Property / Case Tracking System) from FlexTrac Systems, Inc. All patent 
cases are entered into the system. All USPTO correspondence, both incoming and

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outgoing, is entered into the docketing system. In the case of an incoming Office 
Action, the Office Action would typically be entered into the docketing system within not 
more than 5 days from our receipt of the Office Action. When entered into the docketing 
system, an associated due date for a response would be set. Typically, a monthly 
reminder docket print-out would be generated by the docketing system and provided to 
the responsible attorney. A print-out of an exemplary Reminder List produced by the 
docketing system is enclosed herewith. A separate manual calendaring of the due date 
would normally also be done. 



Docket Records 

Also enclosed is a print-out of a U.S. Patent Case Detailed Report (Detailed 
Report) for the above-identified case. This Detailed Report indicates that the last Office 
Action was received in March 10, 2009 (mailed March 6, 2010). The Detailed Report is 
representative of the docket record for this case on February 23, 2010, which is when 
the missing Office Action was first discovered by accessed PAIR.
